STATUE  OF  LIBERTY:  On  Bedloe's  Island  l?i  miles  southwest  from  the  Battery.  This  world  famous 
statue  is  151  feet  high  and  rises  from  a  pedestal  155  feet  high.  Designed  in  1884  by  Auguste  Bartholdi,  it 
was  presented  to  the  United  States  by  the  people  of  France  as  a  symbol  of  the  friendship  between  the  two 
countries.  The  right  arm  is  42  feet  long.  The  statue  weighs  450,000  lbs.  Forty  people  can  stand  in  the 
head.    The  torch  will  hold  twelve  people.

UNITED  STATES  CUSTOM  HOUSE:  Located  at  the  foot  of  Broadway  facing  Bowling  Green  On  this 
site  stood  Fort  Amsterdam  in  the   17th  Century.     Various  branches  of  the  government  are  housed  here. 


A.  BEDLOE'S  ISLAND.    On  this  islnnd  which  is  194  miles  southwest  from  the  Battery  stands  the  Statue  of 
Liberty.    The  Signal  Corps  of  the  U.  S.  Army  has  its  headquarters  here. 

B.  ELLIS  ISLAND  where  all  immigrants  are  landed  and  examined  before  being  admitted  to  this  country. 

C.  THE  AQUARIUM  on  the  Battery  contains  122  glass  tanks,  the  finest  collection  of  living  fishes  ever 
displayed. 


NEW  YORK  STOCK  EXCHANGE:  The  Financial  District  is  centered  in  this  carved  marble  structure  on 
the  corner  of  Wall  and  Broad  Streets.  The  membership  is  limited  to  1,375,  and  the  trading  is  done  in  the 
huge  board  room  between  the  hours  of  10  and  3  daily.    The  23  story  building  to  the  right  is  the  addition 

which  was  completed  in  1922. 


TRINITY  CHURCH:  Broadway  at  the  head  of  Wall  Street,  founded  1696.  Third  Church  on  present  site, 
completed  1846.  The  architectural  beauty  of  this  Gothic  pile  is  in  no  ways  diminished  by  the  skyscrapers  of 
Lower  New  York.    In  the  churchyard  many  prominent  early  Americans  are  buried. 


EAST  RIVER  DRIVE  IN  MIDTOWN  MANHATTAN.  A  new  link  in  the  Drive  shows  the  two-layer 
method  of  speeding  traffic,  and  Sutton  Place,  the  most  exclusive  residential  section  of  New  York  City.

Square  is  comprised  of  numerous  divisions  of  the 
Department  of  Justice,  a  few  of  which  are  the  Di- 
vision of  the  U.  S.  Second  Circuit  Court  of  Appeals, 
Federal    Bureau    of   Investigation,  etc. 


WOOLWORTH  BLDG:  This  architectural  edifice 
stretches  60  stories  to  a  height  of  782  feet  from  the 
ground.  The  tower  on  the  top  is  open  to  visitors 
and  on  a  clear  day  incoming  vessel  75  miles  from 
the  shore  are  visible. 


FLAT  IRON  BUILDING  where  Broadway 
meets  Fifth  Avenue  at  23rd  Street.  The  first 
steel  frame  triangular  structure  ever  built. 


ST.  PAUL'S  CHAPEL:  Said  to  be  the  oldest  build- 
ing in  Manhattan,  having  been  completed  in  1764. 
The  entrance  on  Broadway  is  the  rear,  as  the  church, 
when  built,  faced  the  Hudson  River. 


THE  LITTLE  CHURCH  AROUND  THE  CORNER:    The  Churh  of  the  Transfiguration  in  29th  Street, 
just  off  Fifth  Avenue.    Held  in  great  affection  by  actors  and  show  people  of  the  country.    In  the  background 
looms  the  towering  ultra  modern  Empire  State  Building. 
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NEW  YORK  LIFE  BUILDING:  Home  office  of  the  New  York  Life  Insurance  Company,  on  the  site  of  old 
Madison  Square  Garden.  Awarded  the  first  prize  by  the  Fifth  Avenue  Association  for  being  the  most  beautiful 
building  in  the  Fifth  Avenue  district.  Noted  also  for  its  many  modern  utilities,  including  a  great  mechanical 
ventilating  system,  the  largest  installation  of  sound-proofing  treatment,  and  the  largest  pneumatic  tube  system 

in  the  world. 


MADISON  SQUARE:    Between  23rd  and  26th  Streets,  Broadway,  Madison  and  Fifth  Avenues.  Around  the 
square  is  the  Metropolitan  Life  Insurance  Building,  (52  stories).    East  of  the  Metropolitan  on  the  site  of  the 
old  Madison  Square  Garden  is  the  40-story  New  York  Life  Insurance  Building. 


AMERICAN  MUSEUM  OF  NATURAL  HISTORY:  Manhattan  Square,  W.  77th  Street  to  81st  Street. 
It  is  the  largest  natural  history  museum  in  the  world.     Has  collections  of  greatest  value  to  science. 


PARK  AVENUE,  the  wealthiest  and  most  fashionable  street  in  New  York.  Both  sides  of  the  Avenue  are 
lined  with  palatial  hotels  and  imposing  apartment  houses  in  which  New  York's  wealthiest  families  reside.  It 
is  truly  a  street  of  class  and  distinction. 
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TYPICAL  NEW  YORK  SCENE  AT  FIFTH  AVE.  AND  42nd  ST.:  One  of  the  busiest  intersections  in 
the  city.

The  Public  Library  faces  Fifth  Avenue  and  42nd  Street  and  the  60-story  500  Fifth  Avenue  Build- 
ing stands  on  the  Northwest  corner  of  this  crowded  thorofare. 


THE  CENTER  OF  ALL  ACTIVITY:    Times  Square,  showing  the  famous  Paramout  Building,  on  the  right, 
which  houses  one  of  the  show  places  in  the  world,  namely  the  Paramount  Theatre.    When  night  descends 
over  Times  Square,  hundreds  of  people  can  be  seen  watching  flashes  of  news  given  in  electrical  form  on  the 
Times  Building.    One  of  the  most  interesting  sights  on  Times  Square. 


THE  CHRYSLER  BUILDING,  a  modernistic  building,  1,046  feet  from  the  ground  to  the  top  of  the  steel 
mast,  constructed  of  Georgian  marble  and  Indiana  limestone;  it  stands  as  a  monument  to  modern  architecture. 


R.  C.  A.  BUILDING,  a  magnificent  structure  of  70  stories,  is  the  tallest  building  in  the  Rockefeller  Center. 
There  are  27  radio  studios  in  the  building,  among  them  the  largest  in  the  world.    Its  observatory  roof  is  an 
expansive  promenade  of  200  feet  long  with  an  unobstructed  view  of  50  miles.

Eleva- 
tors and  chutes  afford  almost  immediate  connections  with  the  trains  on  the  tracks  underneath. 


NEW  YORK -CORNELL  HOSPITAL,  also  known  as  East  Side  Medical  Center,  occupies  three  full  squares, 
68th  to  71st  Streets,  between  York  Avenue  and  Exterior  Street.    A  group  of  14  modern  buildings.    Main  Build- 
ing is  26  stories.    It  is  considered  one  of  the  greatest  group  centers  for  hospital  research. 


MEDICAL  CENTER.  B'way  and  W.  168th  Street.  This  center  is  one  of  the  greatest  seats  in  the  world  for 
medical  teaching,  training  and  healing.  Consists  of  th  e  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons,  Vanderbilt  Clinic, 
Presbyterian  and  Sloane  Hospitals,  Harkness  Pavilion,  Babies'  Hospitals  and  others. 


"YANKEE"  STADIUM:  The  largest  baseball  park  in  the  United  States,  and  among  the  largest  stadiums  in 
the  world.    Is  the  home  grounds  of  the  New  York  American  League  Baseball  Team,  familiarly  known  as  the 
"Yankees."    Its  stands  have  a  seating  capacity  of  60,000,  which  are  frequently  filled  to  overflowing.

This  bridge  over  the 
Hudson  River  connects  the  states  of  New  York  and  New  Jersey  and  extends  from  178th  St.,  Manhattan, 
to  Fort  Lee,  N.  J.    The  suspension  span  is  3,500  feet  long  and  120  feet  wide.
